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Junkyard Neighbors Want Less 
Talk, More Action from Selectmen

CHESTER - Representa- 
tives from the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Ser- 
vices (DES) and the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Ag- 
ency (EPA) met with the 
board of selectmen to update 
the town on progress made 
to clean up LeClair's Junk- 
yard and to help formulate 
plans for future cleanups. 

Also on hand at the 
Thursday, Feb. 23, meeting 
were the town's attorney, 
Michael Tierney and EPA 
attorney John Kilborn. 

There has been height- 
ened awareness of and in- 
creased pollution mitigation 
efforts at the two acre prop- 
erty at 400 Fremont Road 
following extremely high 
Methyl Tertiary Butyl Ether 
(MtBE) levels in a neigh- 
bor's well and the discovery 
of further automotive fluid 



spills. The cleanup has been 
taken up by the DES, its sec- 
ond to date. 

DES's leads on the proj- 
ect, Sarah Kirn and George 
Carrigan, explained their 
process this year and what it 
had accomplished. 

Prompting recent work 
was the discovery of record 
levels of pollution at the site 
and at off-site monitoring 
wells, including a reading of 
1200 micrograms per liter 
of MtBE injodi and Charles 
Mitchell's well across the 
street. The state groundwa- 
ter quality standard for MtBE 
is 13 micrograms. Concur- 
rent with those readings was 
the discovery of numerous 
overturned fuel containers, 
including an active spill 
thought to be diesel fuel. 

DES had been expecting 
to find the lowest pollution 
readings to date, after a down- 
ward trend for many months. 

Kirn explained that at 



the DES's last visit, in Feb- 
ruary 2009, many of the 
containers recently found 
scattered about the property 
had been covered with a sec- 
ondary containment, whether 
a shed or a trailer. Those had 
since been removed. 

To mitigate the problem, 
DES hired EnPro, a private 
environmental services firm, 
to consolidate all liquids and 
dispose of them appropri- 
ately. EnPro also excavated 
and removed highly con- 
taminated soil. That work 
took about a week and net- 
ted a laundry list of 55-gal- 
lon and smaller containers 
of fluids and yards of highly 
contaminated soil. 

According to DES, all 
potential polluting fluids 
have been removed from the 
property. While there may 
be a bucket or gas tank or 
two hidden or trapped in 
ice, DES is confident that

SANDOWN - This year's 
Town Report has been dedi- 
cated to a woman who has 
spent her life in service to 
Sandown and its residents. 
Eleanor Bassett was present- 
ed with the first copy of the 
2011 Town Report at her 
85th birthday celebration at 
her brother Carroll and sis- 
ter-in-law Arlene Bassett's 
house on Feb. 18. 

Selectman chair Hans 
Nicolaisen presented the 
report and read a portion of 
the dedication page. "The 
gift of friendship... a will- 
ingness to lis ten... a pair of 
helping hands... a whisper 
from the heart. That some- 
one cares and understands," 
read Nicolaisen. 



Bassett, following in the 
footsteps of her parents and 
alongside her many local 
siblings, has served in 
numerous civic and reli- 
gious roles while living in 
Sandown, going out of her 
way not only to help those 
who ask, but to keep tabs 
on them and get them what 
they need even when they 
might not want to ask. 

Her most high profile 
work has been her more 
than 40-year involvement 
with the Sandown Food 
Pantry, which she started 
out of a cubbyhole at St. 
Matthew's United Methodist 
Church. Since then she's 
watched it grow and flour- 
ish and become an example 
of a successful, community- 
supported pantry. While 
many local pantries have 
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been struggling with dona- 
tions, because it has been 
led by Bassett - though she'll 
deny it - the community 
has always been generous to 
Sandown's pantry. 

Bassett stepped down 
from directing the pantry 
last year, but remains active 
in its work, unwilling to let 
go of a lifetime of keeping 
tabs on it and the people it 
serves. 

The report points out 
how a team of volunteers is 
needed these days to take 
up the slack of the single, 
small-statured woman. 

During her time as the 
director of the pantry, any 
day of the week Bassett 
would know who needed 
what in town, from families 
with financial difficulties or

Selectmen Decide to Review 
Waterfront Assessments

HAMPSTEAD - Munici- 
pal Resources Inc. (MRI) 
acts as the assessor for the 
Town of Hampstead, and 
MRI's Joe Lessard Jr. told the 
Board of Selectmen this 
week that the results of the 
state Department of Rev- 
enue Administration's Equal- 
ization Study indicated the 
town's waterfront properties 
are under assessed. 



Lessard said the study 
compared the overall assess- 
ment of Hampstead proper- 
ties to waterfront property 
sales over the last two years. 

He asked the board 
Monday night to decide 
whether it wanted MRI to 
prepare a proposal to look 
into the situation or wait for 
the next full town revalua- 
tion, set for 2014. He said 
the sales of waterfront prop- 
erties indicated the assess- 
ment is at about 77 percent, 



rather than the 105 percent 
it is for most other town 
properties. 

"To update those values, 
we can provide you with a 
proposal to do the work," 
he said. "This would in- 
volve additional analysis of 
sales of waterfront and wat- 
er-associated properties - 
those across the street from 
water or with access to 
water. This would involve a 
physical drive-by but not an

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Town to Bill Telecommunications Utilities for Pole Tax

SANDOWN - The town 
will be sending supplemen- 
tal tax bills to the two 
telecommunications utili- 
ties that own poles in 
Sandown, following a meet- 
ing of the board of select- 
men with assessor Scott 
Marsh of Municipal Re- 
sources Inc. (MRI). 

The decision, made on 
Monday, Feb. 27, is predi- 
cated on a 2010 decision by 
the state legislature to 
rescind a property tax 
exemption on utility poles, 
something that had been on 
the books for years. The 
decision allowed municipal- 



ities to tax that property 
beginning in 2011. 

FairPoint Communica- 
tions' poles are assessed at 
$91,100, with a resulting 
bill of $1,890. Granite State 
Communications was as- 
sessed at over $1.9 million, 
with a tax bill of $39,954. 

The issue has been a 
contentious one this year in 
Concord, and though the 
House Science, Technology 
and Energy Committee 
voted to reinstate the 
exemption with House Bill 
1305, the House failed that 
piece of legislation. 

Granite State Communi- 
cations' Chief Operating 
Officer, Bill Stafford, has 
come out against rescinding 



the exemption, stating that 
the tax was "patently 
unfair" and that utilities 
have never had to pay prop- 
erty tax on poles. 

Prior to 1990 when the 
Communications Services 
Tax (CST) was instituted, 
telephone companies paid a 
personal property tax on 
poles and conduits. 

Granite State is estimat- 
ing the potential new tax 
impact across its service 
area at a 108 percent 
increase over last year. 

According to Stafford, 
extra costs incumbent on 
the tax will be passed 
almost directly on to the 
consumers through a sur- 
charge. It's the only way to 



recover those costs, he said, 
adding that some would be 
absorbed by the business, 
but that would take away 
from efforts at deploying 
better services. 

According to the New 
Hampshire Municipal Asso- 
ciation, which opposes the 
exemption, stating that it 
shifts costs unfairly away 
from utilities and their con- 
sumers, efforts at calling the 
tax "new" are specious. 
They say all property own- 
ers pay property tax, includ- 
ing pole co-owners, the 
electrical utilities. The 
organization points out that 
while companies may call it 
a double tax, the CST is 
paid by consumers, not the 



utility. 

The other argument 
going back and forth over 
the exemption is whether 
the tax is "bad for busi- 
ness." 

While telecommunica- 
tions companies say it's 
sending the wrong message 
and affects jobs and eco- 
nomic development, others 
state the exemption is only 
bad for the business that no 
longer receives the benefit. 

Marsh said abatement 
requests may come in 
because of the bills, set to 
go out soon. 

In other business at the 
Feb. 27 meeting: 

• The board reappointed 
Mark Traeger to the Exeter 



Squamscott River Local 
Advisory Committee. There 
is still space open for one 
more representative from 
town, and Traeger asked 
anyone interested in the 
river and in volunteering to 
contact him through the 
town hall. 

• Eagle Scout hopeful 
Matt Turner received ap- 
proval to sell hot dogs and 
drinks at the Train Depot. 
On weekends beginning at 
the end of March, he'll set 
up shop at noon during 
transfer station open hours. 
He's raising money to fix the 
fence separating the Center 
Cemetery and the Public 
Library.

the remaining clean-up con- 
sists of solid waste removal, 
and removal or capping of 
remaining polluted soil. 

DES has also hired Geo- 
Insight, Inc. to perform an 
expanded sampling of drink- 
ing water wells. It will in- 
vestigate 39 wells within 
1,000 feet of the site to de- 
termine contamination lev- 
els. Initial investigations have 
found that 18 of those wells 
show no contamination, six 
have very low contamination 
(MtBE under the state stan- 



dard) and four have MtBE 
above the standard. 

A new and more aggres- 
sive water sampling plan will 
be created pending Geoln- 
sight's conclusions. DES also 
expects to install more drink- 
ing water filtration systems, 
has already modified existing 
systems to handle increased 
MtBE levels, and will drill 
more monitoring wells and 
excavate more soil on site. 

Longer range plans in- 
clude the potential creation 
of a localized public water 
system. Funding for a feasi- 
bility study for that system 
is being investigated and a 
grant has been written. 
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Neighbors focused on 
the next step in the clean- 
up, and whether there were 
processes in place to moni- 
tor the property to make 
sure no further fluids end 
up in the ground. 

The owners of the prop- 
erty, Wayne and Lorette 
LeClair, have ignored multi- 
ple requests to cease and 
desist their actions at the 
site. Those actions led 
selectman Jack Cannon to 
question how criminal 
charges could be brought 
against the mother and son. 

"I want these people in 
jail," said Cannon to applause. 
"I don't see these people be- 
ing held responsible for 
their actions that have put 
people in danger." 

Neighbors also focused 



on a desire for better com- 
munication from the select- 
men, noting they were only 
made aware of the select- 
men's meeting by DES. And 
while selectman Mike Wei- 
der said the board wasn't 
going to ask for public input 
for a public water system 
until more information was 
in place, residents asked to 
give input on matters that 
directly affect them. 

While selectman chair 
Steph Landau and Weider 
defended the board, Can- 
non conceded that better 
communication could take 
place and throughout the 
meeting worked to move 
the discussion forward. 

The meeting at times be- 
came heated between board 
members, notably Landau, 
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and residents. 

Much of the discussion 
focused on what to do next. 
Though there has been con- 
cern about the potential lia- 
bility of the town's taking 
possession of the property, 
the EPA attorney assured 
the board that "safe har- 
bors" were written into the 
federal Superfund Act that 
sufficiently protect the town 
as long as it followed rea- 
sonable protocol with mon- 
itoring activities. 

Kilborn said it was high- 
ly unlikely the EPA would 
go after such a small site in 
the first place. 

While Landau still aired 
concerns over liability, resi- 
dents cited the fact that 
many other municipalities 
were undertaking or had 
already undertaken similar 
clean-up efforts without liti- 
gation from the state or fed- 
eral level, and said board 
members were making mat- 
ters more difficult than they 



needed to be. Neighbors 
pushed for less talk and 
more action. 

The board, on a sugges- 
tion by Cannon, directed 
Tierney and Kilborn to 
work to create a safe plan 
for the town to take the 
property, a move that would 
allow it to seek grants to 
help pay for the project. 

For the immediate fu- 
ture, the board is looking to 
begin demolition of the 
buildings on the property. 
While selectmen said their 
intention was to go through 
the courts to secure the 
property, police chief Bill 
Burke suggested that if the 
town could get a letter from 
the property owners allow- 
ing it to take the buildings 
down, the process would go 
a lot faster. 

The discussion, which 
started about 7:15 p.m., 
wrapped up about three 
hours later. 
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Light Winter Leaves Money Available in Highway Budget

HAMPSTEAD - Except 
for the October snowstorm, 
snow wasn't a major prob- 
lem in the waning months 
of 2011, and Road Agent 
Jon Worthen was able to 
encumber $30,000 of the 
winter snow and ice budget 
to go toward planned work 
on the Hampstead Fire Sta- 
tion drainage and parking 



lot re-paving, come the 
spring of 2012. The $30,000 
won't do the whole job but 
offers a good start, he said. 

Worthen said he had 
less than $16,000 in his bot- 
tom line budget when the 
year 2011 closed, and if it 
wasn't eaten up elsewhere in 
the Town budget by another 
department's overspending, 
it was returned to the Gen- 
eral Fund. 

Worthen was able to 



pre-purchase sand and salt 
before 2012 and has had 
occasion to use very little of 
either. His budget allows 
$70,000 for salt and $6,000 
for sand. His entire snow 
and ice budget for 2012 is 
$296,700, of which to date 
he has spent only $80,000, 
according to Selectmen's 
Clerk Tina Harrington. 

Harrington and Worthen 
said if money remains in 
that portion of the budget at 



the close of the snow and ice 
season, with appropriate 
amounts reserved for the 
winter months of 2012, 
some needed road repair 
work could be funded with 
that money. But if he doesn't 
use his entire snow and ice 
budget by the close of the 
fiscal year 2012, the money 
will go back to the General 
Fund, with no projects 
planned for unexpended 
money. 



"I don't have any specif- 
ic project I want to use any 
extra money for but things 
happen during the year, so 
having some extra is always 
a good thing," Worthen 
noted. "I have a full shed of 
salt and plenty of sand. 
We've only had a few light 
snows that needed any 
plowing or salt and sand, so 
to date it has been a very 
good winter." 

Historically, the High- 



way Budget, if it has any 
money available when 
something in town hap- 
pens, has been tapped by 
the Board of Selectmen. A 
low demand for snow and 
ice services may leave a 
cushion in that part of the 
Highway Budget, but Wor- 
then isn't making any bets 
that there won't be some 
major snow events that will 
quickly eat up the budgeted 
money. 



Leftover Money from Light Winter May Go to Junkyard Clean-up

CHESTER - Following a 
very light winter, there's 
more than $100,000 left in 
the highway budget lines 
allocated for the season, and 
while the board of select- 
men is looking toward 
using that money to clean 
up LeClair's Garage (see 
story page 1), road agent 
Mike Oleson would rather 
see those funds stay in the 
highway department. 

As of the end of Febru- 
ary, $71,770 had been used 
out of the $160,000 plow 
line, leaving $88,229, and 
$27,775 was used of the 
$62,000 salt line, leaving 
another $34,244. And while 
winter costs can't be pre- 
dicted with certainty, offi- 
cials are confident there will 
be money left. 

Though prior to their 
meeting on Thursday, Feb. 
24, the board wasn't sure 
what the surplus would be 
used for, discussions coa- 
lesced the group around 
using that money to fix the 
long-standing problem of 
LeClair's Garage. 

The junkyard at 400 



Fremont Road has been 
causing issues in the neigh- 
borhood for more than two 
decades, predominantly from 
a variety of automotive fluid 
releases into the ground. 
According to reports begin- 
ning as early as 1990, con- 
tamination at the property 
consists of everything from 
arsenic to polychlorinated 
biphenyls (PCBs) to methyl 
tert-butyl ether (MtBE) and 
other volatile organic com- 
pounds. The town has 
$892,517 in civil court set- 
tlements from owners Wayne 
and Lorette LeClair, but 
question whether it will 
ever see that money. 

Following a severe spike 
in MtBE levels in a neigh- 
bor's well in December 
2011, the state Department 
of Environmental Services 
took relatively quick action 
and had all containers with 
fluids consolidated, tested, 
combined and shipped off 
site to prevent further con- 
tamination. 

Concurrent with that 
process, the board has been 
discussing its end of the 
clean-up. The town has 
removed 19,000 tires this 
month from the site and is 



looking to raze the build- 
ings and remove solid 
waste. 

Selectman Mike Weider 
said it was the board's inten- 
tion to move swiftly on raz- 
ing the structures on the 
property and returning the 
two acres to grass, shrubs 
and trees. 

While Oleson is sympa- 
thetic to the residents of the 
junkyard area, he said the 
proper way to get the place 
cleaned up was to go to the 
voters and ask for money, 
rather than reallocating 
funds from other services. 
He questioned why there 
was a sudden hurry to fix 
the property now, when 
efforts should have been 
made years ago. 

The highway depart- 
ment led by Oleson has 
fought against four difficult 
winters and the funding 
complications that come 
with those, and now with an 
easy winter, Oleson thinks 
those extra funds should go 
to fixing roads. He said that 
he's been given no money 
for road projects in his five 
years as road agent, and has 
been getting work done 
through encumbering sur- 
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plus funds at the end of the 
year. 

In this way, several roads 
have been repaired, starting 
with Webster Lane in 2010. 
If there are funds available 
at the end of this fiscal year, 
Oleson would like to use 
the money to repair Pulpit 
Rock and Pingree Hill 
roads. 

"The board of selectmen 
should ask the town for 
funds. It's not fair to depart- 
ments who work very hard 
to stay within their budgets 
to take funds that may be 
available," said Oleson. 

The three major depart- 
ments, fire, police and high- 
way, were asked last fall to 
allocate money from their 



budgets to cover potential 
overages related to a down- 
shifting of costs from the 
state for the New Hamp- 
shire Retirement System. 

While Oleson conceded 
that the decision was in the 
hands of the selectmen, he 
wanted to make it clear 
what his position was and 
said that if the unused 
money goes for LeClair's, 
services on the highway 
side will be correspondingly 
reduced. 

The selectmen noted the 
concern that should they go 
to the town to ask for the 
funds to fix the junkyard 
and the warrant article were 
defeated, their hands would 
be tied for full year, a 



prospect they did not relish. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
said he would also look into 
the possibility of taking 
money from the Winter 
Maintenance Fund, an ex- 
pendable trust fund histori- 
cally used to cover plowing 
overages in the case of fu- 
ture storms, to keep as 
much surplus as possible 
for LeClair's. 

Neighbors at the meet- 
ing expressed support of the 
potential decision to get 
work done at LeClair's with 
surplus funds. Some noted 
that it seems as if there's 
always a lot of talk about 
getting the place cleaned, 
but when push comes to 
shove, nothing happens.

There's no excuse for not know- 
ing your candidates for local office. 
They're your neighbors. None of us 
live in communities so large that we 
have no likelihood of running into 
our local officials. Seek them out. 

There is plenty going on in the 
world around us - anti-government 
uprisings in Syria, averting a govern- 
mental default in Greece, or just the 
latest nasty salvos in the Republican 
race for a Presidential candidate - but 
right now it's time to focus locally. It's 
time to read up on the candidates and 
make up your mind on how you will 
vote to get on the path to a better - 
and more affordable - tomorrow. 

Voting takes little time, and it 
makes you part of a tradition going 
back to the founding of this country. 
There's not a much better way to 
express your patriotism than by 
heading to the polls. Your participa- 
tion benefits both you and your 
town. And the system doesn't work 
without you. 

So we issue a reminder: Election 
Day is March 13. For your own good 
and that of your community, please 
take the time to study the candidates 
and warrant articles, then go out and 
vote.

Elderly Exemption 

To the editor: 

Recently, Sandown held 
its annual deliberation ses- 
sion. After seven hours of de- 
liberation, about 30 people 
remained, including 16 who 
were public officials, made 
up of mostly town employ- 
ees. 

A questionable amend- 
ment was made by one of the 
selectmen on the warrant 
article to raise the elderly real 
estate exemption dollar am- 
ounts. Their amendment, in- 
stead of raising the exemp- 
tion amounts, would read, 
"Create a study of the 
increase." 

Two years ago, a similar 
warrant article was amended 
with similar wording. It said, 
"explore." To this day the 
2010 amended warrant arti- 
cle has never been explored 
in any manner. 

It is obvious that the rea- 
son for the 2010 and 2012 
amendments was a ploy by 
only a few individuals to 
deny 2,761 registered voters 
their right to vote yes or no 
on the actual intent to 



increase the exemption dollar 
amounts, as both the warrant 
articles were submitted by 
over 25 participants. 

The amendments may 
have gutted the warrant arti- 
cles' intent, but they also gut- 
ted the very core principle on 
which our nation was found- 
ed: the right of all to vote. 

Many of our military 
heroes have sacrificed life 
and limb to protect and 
defend this very right to vote, 
that some people are deter- 
mined to tread upon. 

The sole reason for the 
amendments was the fear 
that the warrant article 
would be passed by the other 
2,761 registered voters. 

The $33,220.75 cost of 
the increase would have rais- 
ed the budget by only a frac- 
tion. Twenty-seven cents per 
thousand valuation based on 
the 2011 taxes raised, the 
2012 taxes lost by the exemp- 
tion increase and the 2011 
tax rate. 

The town recreation dir- 
ector says she wants to re- 
ward a group of seniors with 
a token once-a-year meal, a 
once-a-year scenic trip, and 
some dance lessons. Yet she 
opposes giving 96 town sen- 
iors an average increase ex- 
emption dollar amount of 
$346. At the end of the de- 
liberative session, she said 
the supporters of this in- 
crease should have come and 
stayed for the entire seven 
hours that it lasted. 

Be real - we're talking 
about 96 seniors who are 65 
years old, 70 years old, 80 
years old, and 90 years old. 
How cruel and insensitive! 

It is time for the Sandown 
voters to vote to change the 
incumbents for people who 
have the best interests of all 
of the town's citizens. 

I hope that the individu- 
als who denied the 2,761 vot- 
ers their right to vote up or 
down on the elderly exemp- 
tion increase don't treat their 
own parents as they have 
treated these 96 seniors. 

Remember, everyone has 
to take their turn at being 
old!

Vote Yes on School 
Tax Cap 

To the editor: 

Article 7 in the Hamp- 
stead School Warrant propos- 
es a tax cap to limit the grow- 
th of the portion raised by 
taxes in the school budget to 
a maximum of 2 percent over 
the previous year, per RSA 
32:5-b. 

This is how the tax cap 
works: 

The "portion raised by 
taxes" is the District Assess- 
ment, which is the difference 
between the Budget and Total 
Income. Total Income comes 
from federal, state and local 
sources - not local tax rev- 
enues. 

For example, the 2013 
proposed budget is 
$23,452,315; Total Income is 
$5,691,271. The difference, 
$17,761,044, is the District 
Assessment, which deter- 
mines the school tax rate. 

Thus, if the tax cap is ap- 
proved, the School Board is 
limited to a maximum 2014 
District Assessment of 
$18,116,264, an increase of 
$355,220, or 2 percent, over 
the 2013 District Assessment 
($17,761,044). 

In terms of the correspon- 
ding budget and assuming 
that 2014 Total Income is the 
same as 2013's, the 2014 pro- 
posed budget cannot exceed 
$23,807,535 ($18,116,264 
District Assessment plus 
$5,691,271 Total Income), 
which is a maximum 1.5 per- 
cent net budget increase over 
2013. 

Thus, the tax cap will 
result in reasonable, con- 
trolled budget and tax 
increases more in line with 
taxpayers' means and the 
continuing decline in student 
enrollment. 

Opponents argue that this 
will hamstring the schools 
and deny them funds. 

Not true. Under the tax 
cap, voters can still amend 
proposed budgets during 
Deliberative Session or vote 
for the larger Default Budget. 

The School Board com- 
plains that 1) the quality of 
the schools will suffer, 2) the 
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administration will be dis- 
couraged from seeking ad- 
ditional grants, 3) teachers 
will leave for other districts, 
and 4) there will not be 
enough money for books, 
programs and maintenance. 
Again, not true. 

1) Quality cannot be 
bought, much less budgeted. 

2) Administrators will be 
motivated to seek additional 
grants, thus providing addi- 
tional funds outside the tax 
cap. If not, fire them. 

3) Teachers will leave, 
regardless. Their salaries are 
determined by the union, not 
the budget. A great teacher 
and a bad one on the same 
salary step earn exactly the 
same salary. 

4) The largest portion of 
the budget is salaries and 
benefits (56 percent), fol- 
lowed by Pinkerton Academy 
tuition (30.3 percent). The 
remainder accounts for trans- 
portation (3.8 percent), sup- 
plies (4.1 percent), and main- 
tenance (3.5 percent). The 
Board will face the same 
quandary with or without a 
tax cap. 

We must act now because 
a new four-year teacher con- 
tract will be in next year's 
warrant. If we don't put a 
limit on the amount of avail- 
able tax dollars on March 13, 
we'll live to regret it next year 
and beyond. 

Vote Yes on Article 7, 
School Tax Cap.

State-level politicians 
are making teachers and 
teachers' unions the scape- 
goats of budget problems. 
They select teachers as tar- 
gets in order to further their 
political power because it is 
easy to do so. It is lazy and 
dishonest politics. 

But we are fortunate that 
on the local level, here in 
Timberlane, this is far less the 
case.

HAMPSTEAD - When 
Hampstead Fire Chief 
Michael Carrier sees a need 
at his fire station, his first 
instinct is to check to see if 
grants are available to 
address the need. During 



his time as chief, he has 
secured several grants, sav- 
ing the taxpayers significant 
dollars while modernizing 
the station and upgrading 
the equipment in an effort 
to ensure the best protec- 
tion for Hampstead resi- 
dents and their dwellings. 
Carrier said he found 



that not having an operating 
sprinkler system in the fire 
station was not up to stan- 
dard; he said the fire alarm 
system was antiquated as 
well. He applied to Assis- 
tance to Firefighters under 
the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) 
through its operations and 



safety program area for a 
grant to address these 
needs. 

Carrier's grant applica- 
tion for $53,200 has been 
approved. Upon receipt of 
the grant money, he will 
begin the process of acquir- 
ing the sprinkler system and 
upgraded alarm system. 



"This grant will be used 
to install a sprinkler system 
in the station, tier into a 
water supply system and 
upgrade and modernize our 
fire alarm system," he said. 

Carrier has also applied 
to FEMA for a grant for a 
tanker in the FEMA pro- 
gram area of vehicle acquisi- 



tion, and that grant is still 
pending. That application 
seeks $261,250, with $13,750 
to be taken from the Fire 
Department Capital Reserve 
Fund to replace the depart- 
ment's aging tanker. This 
appears as Article 8 on the 
warrant that faces voters 
March 13. 



Local Officials Pleased with Safe Behavior Survey Results

HAMPSTEAD - School 
District officials say they are 
pleased with the results 
concerning risk behavior, 
particularly bullying, based 
on local students' participa- 
tion in the New Hampshire 
Youth Risk Behavior Survey 
and other surveys through 
the New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Winfried Feneberg said, 
"There is a lot of work done 
in both (Hampstead Middle 
and Hampstead Central) 



schools to provide safe and 
productive learning environ- 
ments for all students. 

"Teachers and adminis- 
trators in the Hampstead 
schools have worked hard 
to prevent bullying and 
improve school safety over- 
all," Feneberg said. "Inci- 
dents of suspected bullying 
or other safety violations are 
routinely investigated and 
reported in accordance with 
existing school board poli- 
cies and procedures. Efforts 
to create a safe school cli- 
mate and to reduce bullying 
and cyber-bullying have 
also been actively supported 



by students themselves, 
who have organized the 
Hampstead Anti Bullying 
Committee (ABC). This 
middle school club regular- 
ly meets with adult advi- 
sors, prepares anti-bullying 
skits and educational pre- 
sentations for fellow stu- 
dents, and continuously 
raises awareness that bully- 
ing is not tolerated in the 
Hampstead schools." 

The mission statement 
of the Anti-Bullying Club is: 
"to create a safe and com- 
fortable environment in our 
school and eliminate bully- 
ing through education. Our 



goal is to help students 
understand what bullying is 
and how it affects the vic- 
tim, the bully and the 
bystanders. The HMS Anti- 
Bullying Committee hopes 
to spread the message to do 
the right thing and under- 
stand that everyone has the 
right to be themselves with- 
out worrying about what 
other people think." 

The efforts of the ABC 
and the implementation of 
the Olweus Program have 
resulted in a diminishing 
number of bullying inci- 
dents, Feneberg said, adding 
that requests for Peer Medi- 



ation are down as well. 

According to HMS Assis- 
tant Principal Owen Har- 
rington, Hampstead has four 
Anti-Bullying School Rules: 
"We will not bully others; 
we will try to help students 
who are bullied; we will try 
to include students who are 
left out; and, if you know 
that someone is being bul- 
lied, you tell an adult at 
school and an adult at 
home." The rules are posted 
in every classroom as well as 
at a variety of other places 
throughout the school. 

"The Olweus Bullying 
Prevention Program trains 



staff and students in best 
practices of identifying, 
intervening in, and prevent- 
ing potential bullying situa- 
tions," said Feneberg. 

The impact of the 
Olweus Program and the 
influence exerted by the 
ABC reflect in the positive 
cultural atmosphere found 
in both schools, Feneberg 
said. While bullying and 
other risky behavior inci- 
dents still occur, they are 
handled immediately and 
reported, with the result, 
he said, that Hampstead 
schools are among the safest 
in the state. 



Beach Committee in Holding Pattern Until Election

HAMPSTEAD -Looking 
at the possible outcome of 
the March 13 election, the 
Beach Committee met to 
discuss what it could do if 
its warrant article, Article 
11, is voted down. 

Article 1 1 asks voters to 
appropriate $50,000 to fin- 
ish fixing the drainage and 
run-off problems in the 



Town Beach area, where 
phase one of the project was 
completed after the beach 
closed for the summer. The 
next phase would install 
more catch basins, a culvert 
and more piping, in an 
effort to control the run-off 
and drainage flowing down 
the roads in the vicinity of 
the beach and its parking lot 
and then across the beach, 
sending beach sand into the 
lake. 



The committee was 
reminded that if the article 
fails, it cannot do any 
drainage and run-off work 
for a year. However, because 
the state only allows sand to 
be added to beaches with a 
permit once every 15 years, 
the sand cannot be replaced, 
leaving the viability of the 
beach in question. 

The committee dis- 
cussed whether barriers 
could be put in place to 
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temporarily divert run-off 
into the catch basins, cul- 
verts and new rock-filled 
swale. Road Agent Jon 
Worthen said he would look 
into that. 

A new permit process 
complete with a design 
would have to be prepared 
and sent to the state to 



address a portable cover 
over the rock swale installed 
in phase one. The commit- 
tee is concerned the rock- 
filled swale is a safety haz- 
ard. To that end, the com- 
mittee agreed that signs say- 
ing Stay off the Rocks or No 
Playing in this Area would 
have to be put in place but 



decided against colored 
plastic fencing. 

The committee decided 
that if Article 11 is defeated, 
the committee would dis- 
solve until next year, but if it 
passes, it would meet in 
March as usual and start the 
Request for Proposals process 
for the work to be done.

Bassett's community 
involvement has been a 
constant in her years in 
town, and serves as an 
example of a community- 
minded individual, some- 
thing that often gets 
bemoaned as being on the 
decline these days.

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ent for 12 years, and was 
involved in both St.

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Sandown Plow Money to Await Start of Next Season

SANDOWN - While the 
heavy storms in late winter 
of 2011 caused the winter 
maintenance budgets to be 
overspent by thousands of 
dollars, this year there's a 
good amount of those line 
items left. And while other 
municipalities that run on a 
fiscal year are looking for 
ways to spend that surplus 
now, Sandown runs its 
books on a calendar year, 
and while there may be 
funds left by the end of the 
winter, that money will be 
held to make sure there's 
enough to cover the start of 
the next season. 

For 2011, $131,152 was 
expended for plowing, com- 
pared to the $115,000 allot- 
ted for that work. For salt, 
$83,351 was spent but 
$80,000 was budgeted. Sand 
stayed under budget with an 



expense of $4,271, with 
$9,500 budgeted. Overages 
totaled about $15,000. 

This year, with $125,000 
budgeted for plowing, 
$85,000 for salt and $4,500 
for sand, just $41,280, 
$34,745 and $2,073 have 
been spent, leaving, as the 
Tri-Town Times goes to 
press Tuesday, about 
$136,000 left. 

The budget goes to the 
voters on March 13. If the 
budget fails, the default 
budget numbers are the 
same as for 2011. 

The highway depart- 
ment has sent plow drivers 
out just three times since 
Jan. 1, and six times for salt- 
ing and sanding. 

Director of public works 
Artie Genualdo said the 
highway department has 
been keeping busy with 
smaller projects and work at 
the transfer station this win- 
ter, and while the light sea- 



son gave a break to plow 
drivers, it changed the 
workload significantly. Late- 
ly equipment is being read- 
ied for the spring. That 
being said, Genualdo is 
looking forward to when the 
budget passes and he can 
start more significant work. 

That winter mainte- 
nance surplus will be held 
to handle costs when the 
winter starts up again, but 
there's also a warrant article 
up for a vote on March 13 
that would allow the high- 
way department and select- 
men to save any such sur- 
plus for future years when 
heavier snows could again 
force overspending of those 
accounts. 

Article 8 asks for the 
town to create the Plowing 
Expendable Trust Fund, 
which would allow for the 
purchasing of materials, 
plowing, salting and sand- 
ing and other required win- 
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ter maintenance, with those 
funds to be accumulated 
through surplus. 

Both Genualdo and 
selectman chair Hans Nico- 
laisen said the plan is to 
transfer unspent money to 
that fund at the end of the 
year and that any plans to 



spend it now are premature. 

Last year, Genualdo held 
off on routine maintenance 
projects that are traditional- 
ly funded with the state's 
highway block grant to 
instead shuttle those grant 
funds to cover plow over- 
ages. This year he's confi- 



dent the grant can, in part, 
go toward last year's proj- 
ects that had to be delayed. 
They include painting lines, 
crack sealing and culvert 
repair, which keep roads in 
good condition and post- 
pone the need to overhaul 
them, he said.

inspection of each property. 
If the market continues 
doing this, now would pro- 
duce less of a dramatic 
change to values in 2014." 

The board voted unani- 
mously for MRI to present a 
proposal for an equalization 
review of waterfront and 
water-associated properties. 

In other business Mon- 
day night: 

• The board amended 
the proposed Fund Balance 
Policy and inserted 
$250,000 as the maximum 
amount the Board of Select- 
men would be authorized to 



take out of the account to 
help reduce taxes, if the 
board thought it prudent to 
make such a move. 

• Chairman Sean Mur- 
phy asked what the board 
wanted to do about the pos- 
sible reduction in the num- 
ber of barrels or bags resi- 
dents can put out for trash 
pick-up. At the previous 
meeting, the selectmen had 
asked for input and had 
received at least one e-mail 
and another comment, both 
in opposition. The writer 
said that should a house- 
hold have a spike in trash or 
miss a pick-up, it would 
have leftover trash with no 
way to get rid of it except by 
illegal dumping, which the 



writer suggested would be 
the immediate result. 

Selectman Rick Hartung 
suggested that rather than 
cutting the allowed number 
in half, the Recycling Com- 
mittee consider less of a 
reduction, with the goal of 
reaching half the presently 
allowed number of four 35- 
gallon barrels or eight 30- 
gallon bags over the course 
of a couple of years. 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist said she would 
bring the board's comments 
to the Recycling Committee 
and noted that nothing was 
planned until summer, with 
the final decision resting 
with the selectmen.

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Londonderry Woman Charged with Murder in Sandown Shooting

SANDOWN - An arrest 
has been made in the Janu- 
ary shooting death of a 
Sandown man. 

Nicole R. LeBlanc, 38, of 
37 Olde Country Village 
Road, Londonderry has 
been arrested and charged 
with the first degree murder 
of Richard Mannion Jr., 43. 
Mannion, a father of four, 
was found dead in his home 
at 31 Hollow Oak Drive 
after Sandown Police re- 
sponded to a 911 call there. 

The arrest was an- 
nounced by Attorney Gen- 
eral Michael A. Delaney, 



New Hampshire State Police 
Colonel Robert Quinn and 
Sandown Police Chief Jos- 
eph Gordon on Friday, Feb. 
24. 

While the information 
around the case is slight, the 
two had a past. According 
to Sandown Police, LeBlanc 
was arrested on Aug. 19, 
2011 for assault against 
Mannion. While the charges 
weren't followed through 
on, they were placed on file 
for six months and when 
the disposition came down 
on Nov. 16, LeBlanc was 
ordered to have no contact 
with him for 90 days. 

While the relationship 
between the charged and 



the deceased isn't clear, 
LeBlanc had been living 
with Mannion, as the police 
moved her and her belong- 
ings from the house, and 
the two had known each 
other for an extended peri- 
od of time. 

LeBlanc was arraigned 
on Monday, Feb. 27, in 
Derry District Court. She is 
being held at Rockingham 
County Department of Cor- 
rections, but will be trans- 
ported to the women's jail in 
Strafford County. 

The State Police Major 
Crime Unit headed the 
investigation, with support 
from the Sandown Police. 
Gordon said the working 



relationship was a good one, 
and that the resources avail- 
able to man the investiga- 



tion is why they were able 
to make an arrest. 

"I can't applaud them 



enough," said Gordon. 

The investigation 
mains ongoing.
